Mr. R. Pastuck 
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1909 - St. John’s began on the second floor of Luxton School with ninety-eight students, four teachers, and Mr. 

Campbell as principal. Orange and brown chosen as school colours. 

1912 - On completion of new building, St. John's moved to present day site at Salter and Machray and 
consisted of grades one to twelve. 

1914 - At the outbreak of World War I, many of St. John's students and staff enlisted in the different fighting 
corps. A plaque now commemorates those who fought and died. 

1925 - The first Student Government in Canada was organized by the principal, Mr. Reeve. Throughout the 

past years, the students of St. John's have conducted a Student Government of which we can be proud. 

1926 - First school yearbook, THE TORCH, was published under the guidance of Mr. G. Snyder. Also that 

year, St. John's was converted into a Senior High School. 

1935 - "Jerusalem" chosen as school song. The "Dalton Plan", an experimental education system which 
placed greater responsibility of the individual was instituted. Despite encouraging results, teachers 
gradually reverted to the old method. 

1939 - Great changes took place at St. John's at the outbreak of World War II. Cadet corps, Red Cross and War 
Committees were organized. 
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1945 - Mr. Ridd became vice-principal of St. John's. First publication of "Hi Freshman". System of bars 
and awards started. 

1948 - St. John's gained the highest number of points at the Inter-High Track and Field Meet, shattering a 
twelve year losing streak. 

1952 - Mr. Ridd succeeded Mr. Reeve as principal with Miss McCord as vice-principal. With opening of 
Tec Voc, St. John’s changed to almost completely matriculation. 

1955 - St. John's students won three out of five awards given by Winnipeg High Schools. 

1957 - The school got a face-lifting when the tower was pulled down. 

1959 - A banner year in athletics with the Varsity team winning the City Basketball Championship, and the 

boys gaining the highest number of points in the Inter-High Track and Field Meet. 

1960 - St. John's saw the introduction and confusion of the six day week. 

1961 - The moving in of Junior Highs in January marked the end of St. John's career as a Senior High School. 

Mr. Ryckman became principal. 

1964 - Completion of second addition in September provided newer facilities, i.e. the French Lab. 

1967 - Moved into third addition. With demolition of old building, St. John's no longer oldest school in Wpg. 
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Cornerstone Laying - November 25, 1966 
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Canada’s 


In 1867, on the eve of Confederation, there were but three million persons in all six of the provinces and 
colonies of British North America. In 1967, Canada enters the second century of Confederation as the second 
largest country, in size, in the world, populated by some twenty million "Canadians". A year-long 
celebration of the hundredth birthday of Confederation is Canada's tribute to good fortune and a salute to 
the next century. 

To enable Centennial planning, the Centennial Commission, by Act of the Canadian Parliament, was 
empowered "to promote interest in, and to plan and implement programs and projects relating to the 
Centennial of Confederation in Canada in order that the Centennial may be observed throughout Canada in a 
manner in keeping with its national and historical significance." Thus read the terms reference of the 
Centennial Commission, but there have been few real guide lines to follow because of the lack of precedent 
in the absorbing task of preparing for the Centennial. Now, the result of this planning is being unveiled. 
There are beautiful and functional memorial structures to be dedicated in every province; extraordinary 
programs for the encouragement of the arts, particularly the performing and visual arts; and special nation¬ 
wide programs devised to mark Centennial Year. 

Canada's early growth and, indeed, her very existence as a nation, following Confederation, depended on 
the construction of rail lines to link the provinces and to span the continent. It is fitting, therefore, that the 
Confederation Train should traverse the country in 1967 to remind Canadians of this historical fact. For the 
hundreds of thousands of Canadians, and their guests, who will visit the train as it stops across the country 
during 1967, it will be a lasting experience. They will come to know what it was like in Canada after the 
ice age left its mark upon the land. They will come face to face with the realities experienced by the first 
settlers and explorers. They will be able to pause and reflect upon the meaning and significance of 
Confederation itself in the chamber devoted to the memorable event. 

The story which the Confederation Train tells is made available to Canadians distant from the rail lines 
through a series of eight motorized caravans. The caravans, each consisting of eight huge tractor trailer 
combinations, will carry essentially the same exhibits as the train, to 655 Canadian centres between May 1st 
and the end of November, 1967. The arrival of either the train or a caravan at a Canadian locality will be a 
time for local celebration and will be incorporated into the localities' own celebrations. For many smaller 
centres, it will be the highlight of the year. 

At midnight, on January 1 and July 1, 1967, huge bonfires were and will be lighted, and all bells and 
carillons across Canada were and will be rung to commemorate the two most significant days in Canada's 
Centennial year. A torch was lighted on January 1st in each provincial capital, which will bum throughout 
the year. A Centennial celebration program was held in each city and town on the first day of this year, 
commemorating Canada's 100th birthday. So, as you see, everyone is participating and contributing to 
make this year stand out in the history of our country. 

To the stirring strains of martial music, thirty-two scarlet-coated men astride shining steeds whirl and 
turn in the arena. The music quickens, and the horses answer its call, breaking from a trot to a canter, 
dancing through the intricate movements of the Shanghai Cross, the Dome, and the Maze. It is the famed 
Musical Ride of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, the famous force created in 1880, to bring law and 
order to a rough new land. The Ride is a show which, since its inception in 1887, has never failed its 
audience with its beauty and perfection. 

Festival Canada is Canada on stage. In the National Capital Area, it's the pomp and pageantry of 
Sir Tyrone Guthrie’s historic spectacle. In Newfoundland, or Manitoba, or the Northwest Territories, 
it's the Stratford Shakespearean Festival Theatre going on a road tour for the first time. It's the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra and the National Ballet playing to audiences who have never had a chance to see 
them perform. It's youth in the National Youth Orphestra. It's the rich culture of French Canada in Les 
Feux Follets and Le Theatre du Nouveau Monde. Or the showboat presentation of Le Theatre Flottant as 
it makes its port side stops along the St. Lawrence and the Great Lakes. It's all this and still more. It's 
popular entertainment by Don Messer and his Islanders. And it’s Sir Laurence Olivier's National Theatre of 
Great Britain and the New York Philharmonic. It's the biggest show the country has ever seen. 
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(Eentennial 


Drums--silence--the sound of the martial airs--the color of the Military Tattoo. It will be seen across 
Canada in some 40 cities and during some 150 performances during the celebration of Centennial Year, 1967. 
Authentic songs and drills, folk ballads and popular songs have been faithfully reproduced and many original 
compositions have been commissioned. The result is a unique form of entertainment as well as an historical 
tableau of Canada’s military history. 

For youth, already underway and reaching its peak in 1967, many thousands of teenage school children 
travelling with federal, provincial, and voluntary assistance, will visit points in Canada far distant from 
their homes, in order to learn at first hand the size of their country and the neighborliness and interests 
of the people who populate it. Special Centennial awards are planned for school children to encourage their 
participation in athletic events and to give them an incentive to improve their general physical condition. 
France, Britain, and Canada each will send 50 to 60 track and field stars to Ottawa for the August 26th Tri- 
Country Schoolboy Meet. 

The Olympics of the Western Hemisphere are coming to Winnipeg, Manitoba, in 1967. Our fair city will 
host more than 2, 500 athletes from 33 countries, plus the many thousands, and hundreds of thousands of 
visitors that we are expecting to attend this marvelous event. From July 22 to August 7 these athletes will 
compete in more than 400 events in 24 different sports. Every sport from track and field to sailing, basketball 
and swimming, will be contested. New facilities for both competitors and audience will be available--a new 
track and field stadium, an Olympic-size indoor swimming pool, and a large new velodrome. 

For 100 days in 1967, from May 24 to September 2, there will be a commemoration for the voyageurs, who 
traversed the country in their canoes 100 years ago. The Voyageur Canoe Pageant will follow the routes 
from the Rockies in the west to Montreal in the east--through rivers, lakes, and streams, covering all of 
Canada. Dressed in the style of the first voyageurs, and in canoes bearing their names, the present-day 
travellers will cover some 3, 500 miles. The canoes, replicas of those early ones, will be 25 feet long, 
double-pointed, and especially adapted for running rapids and crossing the large lakes. They will leave 
Rocky Mountain House outside Edmonton on May 24, and arrive on September 4 at Expo 67 in Montreal. 

One of the few remaining unconquered mountain ranges, the Saint Elias Mountains in Southwest Yukon, 
will be challenged during Centennial Year Celebrations in Canada. The highest peak will be climbed 
separately and named Centennial Peak. 

From April 28 to October 27, 1967, more than 70 nations will show Canada their traditions and cultures, 
their industrial development and their hopes for the future; Canada, in turn, will be showing her best to 
the world. The occasion will be the Universal and International Exhibition of 1967--the highlight of ceremonies 
celebrating 100 years of Canadian Confederation. The place will be Montreal, which also celebrates an 
anniversary that year--its 325th. The theme of this exhibition, entitled "Expo 67" is "Man and His World." 

It was in.spiried by the title of Antoine de Saint-Exupery's book "Terre des Hommes". The philosophy of this 
work and of the exhibition is summed up in the author's words: "To be a man is to feel that through one's 
own contribution one helps to build the World." The entire exhibition is designed around the theme. All 
participants are encouraged to relate their individual presentations to this theme, and the Corporation is 
devoting more than 20 acres to Theme areas. "Man and his World" will unfold the story of Man's hopes and 
aspirations, his ideas and his endeavours. The Theme will provide scope for a full inventory of the behaviour 
of Man in his environment and of his ideological, cultural, and scientific achievements. 

But not everyone can establish a multi-billion dollar exhibition to show the world that he is contributing 
to Centennial. But each person can do what he is able to have the privilege of saying "I did something for 
Centennial.” Whether it be planting a tree, burning an outhouse, roller-skating across Canada, getting an 
80‘7o average, or contributing fifty cents to help poor children in other parts of the world. Everyone is capable 
of doing something for Canada in her 100th birthday--no matter how insignificant it may seem. Every little 
bit helps.
